Communications Cooperative, by and through Darla Pollman Rogers and Margo D. 

Northrup, of Riter, Rogers, Wattier & Brown, LLP; and the South Dakota Public Utilities 

Commission, by and through Rolayne Ailts Wiest, and move the Court for an Order 

enlarging the time for the parties to reply to the Summary Judgment Motion filed by 

Verizon in this matter, and to amend the Rule 16 Scheduling Order accordingly. As 

grounds for Defendants' and Intervenors' Motion, the Defendants and Intervenors state as 

follows: 



1. On July 21, 2005, an Amended Rule 16 Scheduling Order was filed in this 

matter. Pursuant to the Amended Rule 16 Scheduling Order, all motions, other than 

motions in limine, together with supporting briefs, were to have been filed by November 

15, 2005. Opposing parties were given no later than twenty (20) days thereafter to file 

answering materials, and briefs and Reply Briefs were to be filed ten (10) days thereafter. 

2. On November 15, 2005, Verizon filed a Motion for Summary Judgment with 

extensive statement of facts and supporting affidavits. Due to the extensive documents, 

the Dafendants and Intervenors are jointly requesting an additional fourteen (14) days to 

respond to the Summary Judgment Motion. In return, Defendants and Intervenors are 

willing to agree to a ten (1 0) day extension of time for Verizon to provide its Reply Brief. 

3. All parties have been in contact in reference to the enlargement of time, and 

are agreeable to the same. 

4. The Pre-trial Conference is currently scheduled for January 13, 2006. If the 

Court. grants thw Motion, the parties also respectfully request that the pre-trial conference 

be moved to a later date to accommodate the enlargement of time. 

WHEREFORE, the Defendants and Intervenors, by and through their attorneys of 

record, respectfully request the Court to enlarge the time for response and to amend the 

Rule 16 Scheduling Order.
